A PE R T IN E N T SUGGESTION. 


W e print in another column a communication from J. A. 
Filcher, who represents the California Alaska-Yukon E x ­ 
position Commission, the object of which is to secure a credi- 
able exhibit of California’s products and resources at the ex­ 
position to be held in Seattle next year. 
The article was 
called Jforth by an editorial published recently in the Ledger 
claiming the many advantages of the foothills of Amador and 
adjoining counties for fruit culture, and expressing surprise 
that, homeseekers are so slow to appreciate our possibilities 
in this direction by taking up homes in this favored region. 
Our correspondent point out the blame for this lack of in­ 
terest rests mainly upon our own people, in failing adequately 
to advertise our resources. Candidly, we must plead guilty to 
this indictment. 
We have been sadly remiss in this respect. 
The Ledger has repeatedly pointed out the indifference on 
this score. 
It is high time the people of this county shook 
off the spirit of apathy and indifference which has held them 
so long. 
It is of prime importance to inform the outside 
world wliat we have to offer to intending immigrants. Other 
sections, with perhaps less advantages than we possess, have 
doubled and trebled in population within a few years sim ply 
by means of judicious and persistent advertising. This is an 
age of rustle and bustle. 
The business man who fails to ad­ 
vertise his goods and makes no special effort to secure patron­ 
age, is apt to be far outstipped in the race against a rival who 
seizes every opportunity to attract trade. 
The wares may be 
equal in quality and the prices as cheap ill the one case as in 
the other, still the up-to-date merchant, other things being 
equal, will forge away ahead of his sluggish competitors. So 
it is with sections and communities. 
The counties that 
maintain their boards of trade, immigration bureaus, and cir­ 
culate attractive literature setting forth what they have to 
offer the homeseekers, are the ones that have and will con­ 
tinue to divert the major portion of the stream of population 
flowing into the Golden State. 
Amador county is unidentified with any of the great pro­ 
motion organizations that have done and are still doing much 
toward settling up the interior valleys and foothills. 
We 
have no organization of our own to this end. 
We haven’t a 
scrap of literature to send out to inquirers seeking informa­ 
tion about the county, other than the standing column article 
published weekly in the Ledger. 
The county government 
has fallen into the same don’t-care, do-nothing groove. 
We 
are calling attention to these facts not by way of complaint, 
but merely with the view of rgetting Amador to wheel into 
line, and hang out her sign before the world. 
Amador’s 
foothills, apart from gold mining, are capable of something 
more than cattle ranges. 
The tendency should be, as in 
other sections, to break up the large grazing tracts into small 
holdings in response to the requirements of homeseekers. 
But the drift for years has been in just the opposite direction. 
By a system of cooperation between the citizens and the su­ 
pervisors, and the expenditure of a little money for advertis­ 
ing purposes, a change for the better m ight soon be wrought. 
We have seen the effects of indifference, would it not be well 
to try what united effort and activity will accomplish in the 
upbuilding of Amador county. 


T he Dispatch tries to excuse its grafting methods under 
the new printing schedule, as exposed in these columns re­ 
cently, by saying that the $7 charge for 1000 letterheads was 
under the old schedule, and was authorized under the ancient 
rates. The explanation is no doubt the best our cotemporary 
has in stock, but is a very poor one at that, aud furthermore 
is untrue. 
The rates were revised on the first Monday in 
April, the 6th, and the grafting hill wns presented and al­ 
lowed at the May meeting of the board. 
There is nothing 
in the old schedule to justify any such charge. The old rate 
was $6 per 1000, and a fat price at that, including stock, 
without reference to the quality of the paper. 
But the D is­ 
patch thought it could ring in an extra dollar, aud succeeded 
in doing so. The Ledger has never charged over $6 per 1000 
under the old rates, whether bond or other paper was fur­ 
nished, notwithstanding our cotemporary insinuates other­ 
wise.

Clim ate.—vThe climate of tlio popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anyw here 
In California. 
As climate Is one of the 
most valuablo assets of th is favored 
sta te In attracting1 population, Am ador 
stands second to no county in th is ro- 
rnrd. 
It should, and no d o u b t will in 
ilmo, when Its climatic advantages are 
■noro thoroughly understood and ap ­ 
preciated, become a health reso rt not 
inly for those in loss favored states, 


3 ut, for the residents of o th e r p arts of 
California. The tem perature alone tho 
¡entral portion rarely falls below 30 
iegrees above zero in winter, and as 
a re ly rises to 100 degrees in th e sura- 
n or. 
Snow seldom falls in t h e settled 
iistricts, and never remains on the 
¡round for more than a few h o u rs. 
Of 
iourso, in tho high mountain regions 
)f eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
rettvy—which is characteristic of tho 
n tire Sierra Nevada range. T h e sum- 
n o r season is alway accompanied with 
;ool nights; permitting of sound, re- 
roshing slumber.

SKYSCRAPERS OF ROME. 


Anetont 
Regulations 
Regarding 
the 
Height of Buildings. 
'T he skyscraper is no modern inven­ 
tion,” soys ¡i St. Louis architect well 
read In the history of his profession. 
"In nil riie an e le rj cities where brick 
nr stonr tvns available high houses 
within the walls of the city were very 
numerous booauso of the lack of ground 
space for building. 
“In the days of Augustus tho tene­ 
ment houses of Itoino hern me so high 
as to he dangerous, and laws were 
passed condemning a number of tene­ 
ment rows and ordering them to lie 
taken down, while at the same time n 
law was enacted limiting the height of 
nil future tenem ents to n hundred feet, 
For palaces and public buildings there 
wns no limit. 
“After the burning of the city In 
Nero’s time tjio streets, which before 
were no wider th a n our nlloys, were 
made broader. Som e of them through 
the business part of the city were for­ 
ty feet wide, and some of the great 
thoroughfares w ere sixty. 
“The tenement height wns lowered to 
eighty feet, niul as a consequence the 
city spread far beyond Its walls. The 
average height of a ceiling In a Itorann 
tenement was a little over five feet. 
The windows w ere open holes In the 
wall, stopped in «old weather with 
board shutters. So the worst modern 
tenement is a p alace compared with 
the skyscraper hom o of the poor when 
the empire was n t Its best.”—St. Louis 
Clobe-Democrat. 


THE KOOKABURRA. 


A ustralia’s 
Laug h ing 
Bird 
and 
Its 
S ta rtlin g Cry. 
To the outside world the greatest or­ 
nithological oddity in Australia is the 
kookaburra. Though Australians take 
little notice of it except occasionally lu 
a hostile way, its cachlnnation appeals 
irresistibly to the newcomer. Like the 
shrikes and parrots, the curlew and 
the raopoke, it is a conspicuous figure 
in the scenery of ¡1 typical bush home 
and therefore too com mon to be worthy 
of notice. 
In earlier times It was 
known as the “settler’s clock” from a 
belief that Its joyful paeans were vent­ 
ed regularly at morn, noon and dusk, 
being quiescent through the heat of the 
forenoon and the w ane of the after­ 
noon. That belief has long been shat­ 
tered. 
The kookaburra laughs just 
when the fit takes it, particularly when 
excited, and it laughs as readily nt the 
violent death of its inother-ln-law as it 
does at the enraged settler when he 
falls off his haystack. A wounded bird 
makes a demoniacal row, which will 
bring all others within hearing into 
the neighboring trees, and these at 
once set up an echoing cackle that Is 
repeated again an d again. 
The kookaburra is aiso known as the 
laughing goburrn 
and the laughing 
jackass.—Sydney (Australia) Times. 


W hy Negroes L ik e W atermelons. 
The humorists alw ay s nssociate the 
African with the watermelon, assum­ 
ing that the taste of the colored man 
for his favorite d a in ty arises from his 
life In the southern states, where the 
melon vine grows like a weed. 
As a 
fact, however, th e African taste for 
the watermelon 
is hereditary. 
The 
vine Is a native of Africa, whore it is 
found wild in the g reat central plains 
of the continent, a n d has also been cul­ 
tivated for many ages. 
In Egypt the 
melons grown along the Nile rival 
those of southeastern Missouri. 
The 
melons mentioned by the Israelites as 
being among the good things they had 
in Egypt were undoubtedly watermel­ 
ons, for in the w all paintings about 
the time of the exodus the melon vine 
13 represented, and in one case a long 
procession of slaves is depicted, each 
hearing on his shoulder a huge, dark 
green watermelon. — Washington Her­ 
ald. 


Pulling the E a g le ’s Tail.

You are certain to lie disappointed. 
There is Shakespeare's—a t least, it Is 
conjecturally his, a wretched, squalid 
hole of a garret, which only makes 
you sorry for the poet. 
And there is 
the birthplace of Robert Burns, trans­ 
form ed Into a peepsliow of tawdry 
“relics.” W hat does It m atter where a 
m an was born? There is no particular 
m erit in being born. 
No one who is 
born has any choice in tho matter. He 
is ju st bom because be lias to lie. The 
real thing to consider is w hat lie does 
w ith himself after lie lias been born. 
I feel a reverential thrill when I enter 
Sir Walter Scott’s noble book lined 
study at Abbotsford an d see every­ 
thing just as it wns w hen he was still 
alive—his leathern chair an d his desk,at 
which he wrote eaeli morning before 
his guests were out of bed. But where 
ho was born is of no earthly conse­ 
quence. 
Shakespeare an d Scott and 
B urns and Longfellow m ust all have 
looked alike when they were babies, 
rath er red and given to squalling and 
doubtless smelling of so u r milk. No; 
Longfellow’s birthplace I will not vis­ 
it. I like to think that w hen he was a 
m an lie, too, walked on Congress street 
w earing rather gorgeous waistcoats. 
B ut to my tnind P ortland is not so 
m uch an object of adm iration because 
of Longfellow as Longfellow is to be 
envied because he liad tlie good luck 
to be born in Portland.—Bookman. 


Ice Explosions In Siberia. 
A Siberian traveler relates: “At Sa- 
donsk in tlie intensely cold nights the 
silence was sometimes broken by a 
loud report as of a cannon. This was 
th e bursting of one of tlie ice bubbles 
in the river, a phenomenon I had nei­ 
th e r heard nor read of before. 
The 
stream s coming down from the hills 
w ere frozen on the surface some six to 
nine Inches thick. The w ater beneath 
flowed faster thuu it'could escape, and 
the pressure, on the principle of a 
hydraulic press, became irresistible. 
F irst tho elasticity of the ice was seen 
by the rising of circular mounds from 
six to eight feet iu diam eter and from 
four or five feet nigh. 
The bursting 
point came at last with a report like 
an explosion. The w ater escaped, but 
soon froze again. I have seen scores of 
these Ice hillocks In a few versts of the 
river.”

H e says 
“ we Americans have been o u t on a 
man h u n t,” and are trying inob-liko 
to catch some victim ou whom to vent 
o u r rage and hate. 
He has com e to 
“ h ate this hate and this h u n t . ” 
He 
suys he has bayed his bay and 
is sick 
of it, having seen that if he followed 
th e hum an trail he was ou far enough 
he would have caught bimHelf. 
He 
confesses that he contributed to the 
g u ilt of the most Intelligent rascal in 
th e United States. ” 
I u every case he finds th a t 
men 
w ould like to keop straight, b u t when 
it is only a choice of giviDg u p th eir 
p a rtic u la r game of busiuesp, 
or of 
lighting, they instinctively light. The 
m istak e of the criminal ric h is in 
assum ing “ that tho sucoess of their 
p a rtic u la r business is more im p o rta n t 
th a u the success of our great expert 
m ent iu dem ocracy.” 
Steffens co n ­ 
clu d es that the American 
political 
p ray er should be “ deliver us from 
te m p ta tio n ,” 
and 
that all sincere 
m en are coming to see that gov ern ­ 
m en tal privileges “ are te m p tatio n s 
too great fur human nature to re s is t.” 
They are realizing that we have to 
deal with things rather th a n with 
m en, and that it is c o n d itio n s that 
m akes men bad.

politeness consists of that one word. 
“Pardon.” So far as his language goes, 
lie is courteous. But it is all conversa­ 
tion.—Samuel T. Blythe in Everybody’s 
Magazine. 


Hook Swinging In Bengal. 
The people of Gnngutia. in Bengal, 
have o r used to have a barbarous p rac­ 
tice called liook swinging. They deck 
themselves out with garlands and then 
assemble together to undergo the m ost 
horrible torture. A wire about a q u a r­ 
ter of a n inch in diameter mid seven 
feet long is pierced through the tongue, 
mid th en the wretched being will dance 
for over half an hour with the w ire 
still 
hanging 
through 
the 
tongue. 
Some of them form themselves into a 
row an d are then sewed together by a 
wire needle threaded with cord. 
T h e y 
are sew ed by the arms and look like 
herrings on n wire when ready for th e 
iiook. 
It is thought that the victims 
are drugged considerably beforehand 
owing to the sullen, dazed expression 
they w e a r throughout, but sometimes 
one or tw o faint and are with g reat 
difficulty brought round again.

A t last tlie people of California are getting thoroughly 


awakened to the utter inefficiency of the present method for 
the ca e and maintenance of public roads. 
T h e system has 


been in operation for ten or twelve years. 
Its worthlessness 
was apparent from the v e r y outset. 
Its shortcomings have 
been ventilated through 
the press time and 
again, and no 
one outside of those personally interested in its continuance 


have had the hardihood to raise a voice in its behalf. 
It is 


su rp risin g that the worst system of road maintenance ever 
devised for this state has held sway the longest. 
T h is anom­ 
a ly m a y be accmmted for on the theory of powerful political 
influences working for its continuance, 
M illions of dollars 


have been wasted a n n u a lly through our wretched road laws 
year after year, and no legislature has been strong enough 


m o r a lly to call a halt by the substitution of a more intelli­ 


gent system. 


A n agitation has been 
started by the California promotion 


organizations for better roads. 
Both the state and national 


governm ents are taking steps in the same worthy behalf. 
Probably the activity of the federal authorities in this cause 
has spurred the others on to co-operative efforts. 
Meetings 


arc being held in various parts of the state, addressed by 
speakers of state and national prominence who are considered 
experts on the question of roads. At a meeting held in Santa 


C r u z a few days ago two speakers struck the keynote of our 
wasteful methods, in the following language, as reported in 


one of the San Francisco papers:

responsibility over the roads in his 
district.

obliged to reward h is p o litical adher­ 
ents with road positions. 
These fore­ 
men and their team sters regard their 
wages us so much p o litic a l spoil, and 
the service which th e y render is quite 
often as 
deficient 
iu qu antity as 
quality. 
1 know w ell that no busi­ 
ness corporation w o u ld tolerate such 
management. ” 


Undoubtedly the most urgent reform iu this state to-day 
is the wiping out of these abuses. 
Governor G illett promises 


to h a ve introduced at the n e x t session of the 
legislature a 
comprehensive road law. 
One plan suggested is lor the 


state to create a large fu n d by the issuance of bonds, and 
loan out the money to counties upon easy term s of payment 


of interest and principal. 
T h is assumes that our defective 


roads are the result m a in ly of insufficient funds being pro­ 
vided for their maintenance. 
W e cannot believe that state 


control offers a solution o f the evil. 
Indeed, to swap from 
local political machine to the larger state m achine might 


aggravate the evil. 
T h e all-important point is to put a stop 


to supervisors being road commissioners— le v y i n g the road 
tax, ordering road work done, approving the work, and pass­ 


ing upon the bills for su c h work. 
And there is every rea­ 
son to believe that this discredited system is at last tottering 


to its fall.
